100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto.

8. The said Board of Directors, herein-

projects from funds other than 
money obtained from the sale of 
debentures. Such reimbursement 
shall be made in accordance with 
the provisions of this clause. The 
sums disbursed for such purpose, 
when approved by the Minister, 
shall, for the purposes of the Act, 
be deemed to be debenture debt 
issued by that municipality for a 
term of twenty years, with inter- 
est at five per centum per annum, 
payable in equal annual instal- 
ments of principal and interest 
combined, and the year of issue 
shall be deemed to be the year in 
which the Council of the said mu- 
nicipality made the disbursement.
